Senator 
Cuideit is opposed to tazioK tb» peo- 
ple of Kaitadqr |40,000,000 until they 
kave bew heard, and defined his posi- 
tkm OB this Important legislation In 
Us speech before the United States 
Senate, February 4, 1913, as follows: 

Mr. Camden. Mr. President, 1 would 
like to state my reasons for voting to 
recommit this bill. I consider it undi- 
Cested. half baked, and faU of Callacies, 
and thoroughly undemocratie ia prin- 
ciple and theory. 

Oii j a c t to Government Own ers hip. 

To my mind there are several seri- 
ons objections to the enactment into 
law of this bill, almost any one of 
irhich would be sufficient in itself to 
compel me to cast my vole against it. 
Vianred from the standpoint of time- 
honored Democratic doctrine and prin- 
ciple, it is most alarming, objectiour.- 
hle, and dangerous. I feel that I do 
Bot exaggerate when I say that the 
policy of true Democracy will be fun- 
damentally ciiange^ the passSl*- 
jft this bill. If it becomes a law, the 
Democratio Party wSl le irrevocably 
committed to the theory of a paternal 
if^Tm of government, which, freely 
translated, means sute socialism. 
This Is the entering wedge for Guv- 
Cnmmt control of other forms of 
trades and industries. Personally I 
am far ;rom convinced that the Demo 
cratic Party of this Nation is prepared 
fur tills great leap into the dark. And 
I do not feol t!i;it this country should 
Iw comuiii;< d to this new and radical 
peiUef wiil.u.ii i.aving it thoroughly 
discussed before aud digested by the 
rank and file of the party and the peo- 
ple .ind hove their seal of approval or, 
at least, their indorseuuiu of the un-

fjtH the platforms of parties speak out 
tipon this policy and the people pro- 
nouSCe their wish. The matter is too 
fimdamental to be settled otherwise." 

This terse and facile langaage of the 
President expresses my views of the 
phippir.g bill so much clearer and 
more emphatic than I could that I take 
yieasnre In adopting and applying it 
t» this bUl.

On Woman's Sphere 

The question of Woman Suffrage is an issue before 
the American people. Twelve states have adopted it, 
tour more atatea TOte vpon It this fhll and It Is strongly 
urged that It become a platform demand of the national 
political parties. It is therefore the privilege and the 
dvty d erery Toter to stody carefaBy this tnbjeet Hon. 
Elihu Root, In discussing this question before the Consti- 
tutional Convention of New Tork, recently said in part:

would be an injury to the State, and to every man and 
erery woman in the State. It would he useless to argue this if th9 right of 
■ol&nge were ft'aataral rli^t If It were a natural right, then women should 
hare It thooi^ tho heayens tnlL But it there bo aqy one thhug settled in the 
long discussion of this subject. It is that suffrage is not a natural right, but is 
simply a means of gOTemment, and the sole question to be discussed is 
whether government by the suffrage of men and women will be better gov- 
ernment than by the suffrage of men alone. 

Into my judgment, sir, there enters no element of the inferiority of 
woman. It is not that woman is Inferior to man, but It Is that woman is 
different from man; that in the distribution of powers, of capacities, of 
qualities, our Maker has created man adapted to the performance of certain 
functions in the economy of nature and society, and woman adapted to the 
perft»inanoe of other functions. 

Woman rules today by tho sweet and noble influences of her character. 
Pat woman Into the arena of conflict and she abandons these great weapons 
which control the wmid, and she takes Into her hands, feeble and nerveless 
for strife, weapons with which she is unfamiliar and which she is unable to 
wield. Woman in strife becomes hard, harsh, unlovable, repulsive; as far 
removed from that gentle creature to whom we all owe allegiance and to 
whom we confess submission, as the heaven Is removed from the earth. 

The whole science of government is the science of protecting life and 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness. In the divine distribution of powers, 
the duty and the right of protection rests with the male. It Is ao through- 
out nature. It is so with men, and I, fbr one, will nerer consent to part 
with the diTlne right ot protoetlng my wife, my daughter, the women 
whMB I tore, and the women whom I respect, exeroising the birthright of 
man, and place that high duty in the weak and nerveless hands of those 
designed by God to be protected rather than to engage in the stem warfare 
of government. In my Judgment, this whole movement arises from n Ctise 
conception of the duty and of the right of both men and women. 

The time will never come when the ilne of demarcation between the 
functions of the two sexes will be broken down. I believe it to be false phl- 
Idsophy; I believe that it is an attempt to turn backward upon the line of 
social development, and that if the step ever be taken, we go centuries back- 
ward on the marc^h towards a higher, a nobler and a purer drlUsatlon, which 
must be found not in the confusion, but in the higher dlllef«attatlaB o( the

I at a time of great public stress, 
• when the Treasury n<eils evcrx- 
I dollar to avoid further taxation of the 
ig^ple. This is no time for doubtful 
i lusiness ventures or experiments. In- 
I (liv:(!uals, guided by experience, are 
j cautious; why should the Government 
be otherwise? Are we true to our con- 
stituents' .interests or to our oaths of 
office if we commit the Government to 
a business venture so fundamentally 
unsound and unwiKo, in which we as 
individuals would not embark, con- 
vinced. In adranee, as erery business 
man must be, that it will necessarily 
be a losing investment? No coun- 
try has tried Government owner- 
ship for a fundamental rea- 
son. They realise thnt It places 
the conduct of its foreign busi- 
ness in the realms of international af- 
fairs and complications. There is 
nothing In the experience of those 
eotmtries whick have tried, or are try- 
ing, goTcmnmi owlhership of railroads 



commend it to us as a success. The 
wasteful and unbusinesslike manner 

in which the Government conducts its 
affairs. State and X.Ttion, is of itself 
sufficient to discourage and to con- 
demn such an eiqieriment, especially 
at a time when our revenues have de* 
creased to such an extent, owing tc ' 
the foreign war and the shriakaot m ;

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Peace Sentiment— Its Popular Held en 
the People and Danger of World 

Complications. 

Probably the one sentiment more 

than {>.ny other act cf this administr.i- 
tion that ha" gained the confidence' 
and affection of the American people 
for the Democratic Party is the fee^ 
ing that it has kept this country at 
peace. 

Disregarding for the moment these 
serious objections of Government own- 
ership, it looks to me like maduess to 
jeopardize the peace and happiness 
ot this Xatiou for an assumed an'l 
doubtful commercial advantages.

I have been for quite a ^number of 
years trying to promote the public 
health by working through the po^c 
3cl)ool% ,an(^ ^ve . been suooe^ding 
yery wdi. I iijive beui every year 
visitinTChi^llidliar a^Mols and tuic. 
ibg to tlVe-Ceachers and the children 
on sanitation and the public health, 
until they tapeot to sse me oome, and 
really seem to enjoy my coming. The 
law requires the health officer to visit 
the stdiools, and see after the sanita- 
tion, ventilation and everything that 
in any way pertains to the physical 
oondition of tl>e schools, and when a 
new house is to be built, he is to look 
after the location, and construction 
of it, and see that the play ground is 
good and amply sufficient. A good 
many of the old houses are deficient 
in everything tha.t goes to make up a 
modern school house, and its sur- 
roundings There is nothing that is 
^ of ten lacking as ventilation. Our 
educational t)oard seems not to tiave 
studied the science of ventilation as 
thoroughly as they should have done, 
or as tiie law requires tiiem to do 

I can very well remember when our 
house builders would cut a hole 
through their doors to let the cats 
pass through, so that they could watoh 
over the raids that the rats and mice 
were inclined to make over the house 
generally. I hrre been told by men 
who lived before I did, that before 
my recollection tiie house builders 
would out two holes of different rizes, 
one for the big cats and one for the 
little cats, never thinking that the 
little oate oould pass through the 
doors made for the bi^ cats. While I 
do not remember to have seen a door 
mutilated In this wSy,^ | have no 
doubt of the truth of the allegation. 
We laugh at our fathers for doin^ 
these foolish things,, and yet our mod- 
ern school house builders are guilty of 
things more foolish. They so coa- 
struct their hooses'tbat tlie, pure aii^ 
and the foul air, the fresh air and the 
air that has been exhausted, will all' 
have to pass through the saoae open- 
ings, going In different airections at 
the same time. In tiie new hous^ 
that have been built in the last two 
or tliree years, the builders have 
failed to make any provision for the 
lowering of the upper sash is the 
windows. Children sitting near the 
open windows early in tlie morning 
get the pure breezes that come 
through the open windows, draw their 
chests full, breathe it out, and it im- 
mediately rises, (for warm air always 
rises,) it goes to the ceiling, stays 
ttiere till it cools off, then comes down 
and the children breattie it again and 
it again goes up. This goes on over 
and over again, until the air becomes 
unfit for breatliing purposes, and be- 
comes loaded with poison. The chil- 
dren become dull and sleepy, listless 
and unable to study, and will soon 
have headache, and the teacher con- 
cludes they are sick and sometimes 
sends them home. If the upper sash 
could be lowered from the top the 
case would be some better, but the 
way the windows are arranged the 
trouble would no^ altogetlier cease, 
for the windows do not reach near 
enougli to the ceiling, and there is 
generally about three feet oX space be- 
tween tiie top <tf the window and the 
ceiling, in wbidiit is impossible for 
the poisoned air to get out, and much 
of It wlOoonaedown to berrt>rsathed 
over and over again. To avoid this 
trouble I proposed to the educational 
board to hsTo tin tulMB two Inches in 
diameter put right against the ceil- 
ing, six or eight on each side of each 

ex- 
pense would be too great, and de- 
dined my suggestion. These tubes 
wenld hate oest forty eenls a deasn, 
and one dozen would have been 
siilBclent for one house. I am iiaving 
a yard nleenlng at all the sdiool 
houses, and the physical aspects and 
Ihe general surroundiugs of the liouse 
are very much improved. There 
ought to ^ye, and there must be more 
attention paid the play grounds ttian 
hae ever been paid befbrsk It isthe 
business of the health olBoer to look 
after the location of the sd^ houses, 
and I have rejected the sites for sever- 
al houses because the facilities for 
playing were not good. Without good 
play groonde the p hy i l ea l w^btfag 
of the children are bound to be ne- 
glected. A well developed mind in a 
poorly developed body should not be 
allowed. What does it profit a boy or 
girl to gain all the knowledge that a 
tsiflhar iaaliln to iapnctk and tlien 
dwindle away for want of pjtoper 
physical development. This physical
